Although Eogland has for nearly three centu- 
ries been closely connected with Hindostan, and, 
gradually gaining control over its territory, has 
now for some years ruled almost its entire area, 
it has been left for a Frenchman to reveal to the 
great body of the English, even of those who 
have visited and dwelt in the province, the 
modes of life and the condition of civilization 
prevailing in extensive and populous portions of 
the Peninsula. The cold and formal race who 
bave subjugated the land have mostly held them- 
selves socially aloof from ite inhabitants, and 
hence it has happened that a genial and skillful 
citizen of France has passed through doors closed 
to the Englishman, and returned bringing valu- 
able information hitherto inaccessible. 

M. Rousselet landed in Bombay in July, 1863, 
with a view of studying the architectural monu- 
ments, the religious beliefs, the art-works, and 
the social systems of the natives of India. He 
was determined not only to explore the country, 
and examine the scenes and objects open to t he 
inspection of every traveler, but, if possible, to 
observe the private life of the people, d estab- 
lish amicable and familiar relations with them, 
to secure an admission into their homes, aud an 
opportunity of witnessing their family customs, 
as well as their religious aud civil teremonies. 
In short, he was resolved to make himself ac- 
quainted with the genius of the Iodian races, 
that he might gain a deeper insight into their 
past history and the promise of their fuiure. 

Im not one of those travelers,” he says, in 
the beginning Of his book, who gallop through 
a country as thongh urged onwards by some 
mysterious spur; who, always hurried, see noth- 
ing; and who, when arrived at their journey's 
end, themselves wonder what coula bave been 


the cause of their baste. If three years are not 


sufficient to visit India, I will devote four or even 
five years toit; but at least I shall have seen 
something.” He did, in fact, spend six years in 
the labor of exploration ; and, among the splen- 
did results of this prolonged period of alternate 
sojourn and travel in one of the oldest and most 
highly cultivated, yet strangely unfamiliar, re- 
gions of the earth, is the present animated and 
authentic history, Its superiority, in point of 
brilliant description and elegant illustration, 
over every other narrative of travel in Central 
India, has been freely acknowledged by the En- 
glish press. Its merits have, moreover, obtafned 
the recognition of the English Governmenj, and 
fifty copies of the work were taken out the 
Prince of Wales to be distributed, among other 
gifts, to the Rajahs of India. — 

On his first arrival in Bombay, M. Rousselet 
addressed himself to the task of acquiring the 
languages of Hindostan, that he might bave the 
means of easy communication with the peoples 
whom he should visit. Several months were 
thus occupied in preliminary preparations before 
an advapee into the interior was attempted. 
While in Bombay, every available opportunity 
was improved for intercourse with the inhab- 
itants, and for an examination of the ancient and 
modern edifices in the city and its vicinity. The 
famous rock-temples and monasteries in Ele- 
phanti and Kenhari were visited ; the Islands of 
Bombay and Salsette were thoroughly explored ; 
the ruins of Callian and the caves of Karli were 
scrutinized ; and the aborigines of the Western 
Ghauts studiously noted. 

By the time this introductory work had been 
accomplished, M. Rousselet made many 
warm friends among ibe rich and influential 
Hindoos of Bombay, and had been, on various 
festive occasions, welcomed to their houses, as 
also to those of the Parsees,—an active and in- 
teresting race, who bold an important tion 
in the commerce of the city. nen at last, af- 
ter u tour through Western Deccan to the cities 
of Poonah, Golconda, and Hyderabad, and to 
the caves of Ellora and Ajunta, he was ready to 
leave Bombay finally for Central India, he had 
well learned the art of adapting himself to the 
customs of the natives, of respecting their feel- 
ings and prejudices, of wearing their costame 
when need be, and, indeed, as far as served a 
sagecious traveler's purposes, had become a 
Hindoo — | the Hindoos.

By 
distillation an excéllent brandy is made from the 
flowers, which is said to acquire with age the 
best qualities of Scotch whisky. But the great- 
er portion of the crop is dried on osier screens,

whom he contracted for the cin 
Tilsit-Insterburg RailWay, years

workmen in his pay, and had launched out into 
other vast enterprises.

M' DON AL. 
A SKETCH OF THE EX-SUPERVISOR’S LIFE. 
St. Louis Republican, 


In view of the exciting trial now in progress, 


of Internal Revende, is the party defendani, a 
brief outline of bis antecedents will possess an 
interest which it otherwise would not. At the 
early age of 8 years McDonaid was thrown on 
his own resources in New York, and engaged 
himself with a butcher to learn that calling. It 
is not known how long he followed that avoca- 
tion, but about 1849 or 1850, whilst still a youth, 
he left New York in company with Larry Wessels, 
and in 1851 the two came together to St. Louis 
from Wisconsin in company with George 
Deagle. It was ata time when the St. Louis 
levee was lined from end to end, sometimes two 
or three deep, with steamboats, which io that 
day were doing all the passeoger-carryipg trade, 
as well as transporting most of the freight. 
Steamboat runners or canvassers for passen- 
gers, were an institution of the times that flour- 
whed exceeding. McDonald (then known as 
Johnny McDonald) and Mr. Wessels entered 
into partuersuip in that business, which they 
conducted with great energy and success, 
Among others who were engaged in the same 
business at that time may be mentioned Morgan 
L. Smith, Wiliam Wessels, George Deagie, Nick 
Woolsey, Charles McDouald, brother of the 
General, James Peterson, David De Haven, 
Richard Digue, and Edward Dufriese. They 
had an orgal ion among themselves, and for 
n number of years exercised an arbitrary power 
over the passenger trade. The ring became so 
oppressive that iu the fall of 1860 the New Or- 
leans boats formed a combination for self-pro- 
tection, and agreed to dispense entirely with 
rupnoers. 

This broke up the business of the latter for 
awhile except with the up-river boats, but it 
was finally reinstated by a ruse of Johoay Me- 
Donald and Morgan L. Smith. The two got a 
fine band of music and proceeded in a skiff to 
the steamer War Eagle, on board of which the 
band played lively and attractive airs during the 
time of receiving passengers. This proved such 
an attraction that ber cabins were soon 
They next tried the same scheme n the steamer 


Having thus shown their power they were able 
to make terms with the other boats and rein- 
state the runner system, which continued in 
force until the Wat broke out. McDonald waa 
recognized as the leading spirit of the enter- 
prise. The competition for passengers ran very 
high, occasioning many disorderly and turbulent 
scenes, which bronght the runners Yrequently 
into conflict with the police authorities, McDoa- 
ald with the rest. 

In 1859 he and Wessels quit the business aad 
built an extevusive livery stable on the soutihesst 
corner of Sixth and Green streets. It was nota 
very successfu! enterprise at first, but the War 
breaking out soon after, they secured a contract 
for stabling a considerable lotof Government 
horses. At an early period of the War he assist- 
edin organizing the Eighth Regiment of Mis- 
souri Volunteers. On June 12 1561, he was 
commissioned, as Oaptaim of Company A, and 
Morgan L. Smith was commissioned as Colonel 
On the 4th of July, MeDonald was elected Major 
of the regiment. In January, 1862, Col. Smith 
was assigned to a brigade, and, Lieut.-Col. James 
Peckham having resigned. Maj. McDonald had 
command of the regiment at the battle of Fort 
Donaldson. After the battle the regiment re- 
turned to Fort Heiman and soon after advanced 
up the Tenoessee Rrver to Crumpt Landing, 6 
miles below the bloody field of Shiloh, or Pitts- 
burg Landing. Meantime Lieut.-Col. Peckham 
was recommissioned and assumed command of 
the regiment. This produced a jrivairy between 
him aod Maj. McDonald, resulting in the trial of 
the latter by court-martial for insubordination 
and unbecoming language to his superior offi- 
cer. He was found guilty on several of the 
specifications, and the findings were approved, 
but on the 6th of April the battle of Shiloh 
commenced, on which account the proceedings 
against him were ignored, and he was ordered to 
his post. He was also with the regiment at the 
battle of Corinth. 

The breach remained unhealed between him 
and Lieut.-Col. Peckham, and on account of his 
still refractory conduct toward the latter he was 
threatened with dismissal from the service. The 
result of the contention was that he and Lieut.- 
Col. Peckham both resigned. He afterwards 
engaged in business in Memphis, and was, for a 
considerable time, agent for the Governmeut in 
the mauagement of property abandoned by 
citizens of that place when it vas captured by 
the Federal army. He rented out houses and 
lande, collected rents, etc., aud made his reports 
to the Goverpment. He afterwards went to 


4 steamboating, which be followed during the re- 


mainder of the War, owning and commanding 
the Mary McDonald, named after his wife. In 
1869 be was appointed Supervisor of Internal 
Revenue for this district, a position which he 
held until recently, when he resigned. 

Gen. McDonald is apparentiy about 45 vears 
old, about 5 feet 8 in height, and weighs proba- 
bly 160 pounds. He has a straight, lithe, and 
trim figure; a pleasant and plausible address; 
an off-band manner in speaking, and is positive 
in expressing his opinions. He has a neat and 
jaunty appearance even im plain clothes, but 
sometimes dresses with great elegance, and al- 
ways wears diamond studs and rings. His coun- 
tenance betrays force and daring, and his tout 
ensembie indicates a man who would pot be 
daunted bv trifles, but was self-reliant, and felt 
himself equal to any emergency.

SPECIE PAYMENTS AND THE DEBTOR 
CLASS 


We have already presented to our readers 
some general observations on the wisdom and 
justice of disarming a large proportion of the 
people of the strongest objection they enter- 
tain to a return to specie payments. The ob- 
jection comes from au honest and intelligent 
class of people, who have contracted debts 
ranging from $2,000 to $10,000, which debts 
have several years yet to run, and which the 
debtors hope to have the opportunity to pay 
in depreciated currency and not in specie 
values. These debts they insist were con- 
tracted when the lawful money was at a dis- 
count, and, though they concede that the 
power and the duty to redeem these notes 
at par and to retire them have 
always existed, and that all contracts 
were conditioned upon these circumstances, 
they claim that for the difference between 
what they got for their mortgages and the 
coin dollar they will be compelled to pay 
there is a want of consideration. We do not 
propose to argue the legality of that claim. 
We wish to call the attention of the friends 
of specie payments to the fact as it exists, that 
the vast body of men situated as these are— 
and we do not include among them the broken 
and bankrupt speculators—do oppose and 
ill continue to oppose any scheme of re- 
sumption which takes from them the legal 
right to pay their past debts in money which 
was legal when those debts were contracted. 
Apart from the strong equities of the case, we 


do not believe it to be wise policy to keep all 


these people arrayed against a resumption of 
specie payments, especially as specie pay- 
ments can be resumed at any day by an 
arrangement which will leave the equities of 
debtors and creditors undisturbed. 

In the first place, there can be no specie 
payments until che paper currency ceases to 
be a legal-tender for new contracts. That 
must stop at some time, and it may as well 
stop now as ons, two, or ten years hence. 
Day after day, we are going on piling up 
debt upon debt and contract upon contract, 
with a seeming indifference to the certainty 
that there must be a day when specie pay- 
ments will fall upon us as an inexorable and 
inescapable fact. It can make no difference 
to either creditors or debtors, so far as exist- 
ing debts are concerned, if all new contracts 
were made payable in gold. For that event 
all intelligent and honest men are prepared, 
and care nothing how soon it may be estab- 
lished. The great objection is in ante-dating 
specie payment and making it applicable to 
the debts of the past. A writer, whose letter 
we published some days ago, objected to 
anything less than an absolute requirement 
that all existing debts be paid in coin, be- 
cause creditors who had loaned their coin 
prior to 1862 had been compelled to take 
paper therefor. The one injustice and op- 
pression furnishes no apology for its repeti- 
tion. 

The suggestion we made, which has been 
so widely commented on, was that the hold- 
ers of the national currency should be allow- 
ed to receive in exchange therefor national 
bonds at 4 per cent, or some other low rate 
of interest, the bonds to run thirty years, and 
to be legal-tender in the payment of all debts 
contracted prior to, say, the 4th of July, 1876. 
These bonds would always be available in the 
market for those needing them to pay debts 
with. They would, to the extent of their 
issue, take the place of the greenbacks now 
locked up as reserves. The currency would 
continue in circulation precisely as at present, 
receivable at par in payment of all pre-exist- 
ing debts, and at their value in the purchase 
of goods. The business of the country would 
be carried on with real values instead of 
fictitious ones. Instead of buying cloth 
at the nominal price of one dollar a 
yard and paying for it with a dollar 
worth 85 cents, the cloth would be sold at 85 
cents and the dollar would be taken at its 
actual value. The business of California and 
the other Pacific States 1s done in paper 
money, which passes from hand to hand at 
its real instead of its stamped value, and a 
vast amount of the business of the Domin- 
ion of Canada is carried on in our green- 
backs, which circulate there freely, as they 
do in California, at their actual value. 

In the meantimé,-the business of the coun- 
try, relieved of the burden of a legalized, 
but none the less fraudulent, currency, will 
take a fresh start. New books will be og 


dollars, expecting to pay in dollars. Once be- 
gun, the change will rapidly be adopted in 
every branch of business and occupation. 
The Gold-Room will close, and the daily bul- 
letins of the fluctuations in the value of dol- 
lars will be heard no more. 

Our object, however, is to suggest that all 
reasonable objections to specie payments can 
be removed by the fixing of an early date 
after which greenhacks shall not be a legal- 
tender for new debts, and leaving the cur- 
rency either in its present form or in that of 
alow interest bond, to be used as legal-ten- 
ders in payment of all existing indebtedness, 
individual or municipal. Let the old debts 
be settled with the currency in which they 
were contracted, and let the equities of debt- 
ors and creditors be undisturbed. There 
is no necessity, nor is there any justice, in 
requiring that specie payments shail have a 
retroactive effect. What the country wants 
is to begin anew, and, once rélieved of this 
conflict between debtor and creditor under 
the paper system, the resumption of specie 
payments might take place at any time 
without the least disturbance of business or 
credit.

It insists that the 
Government should not ux its own people 
when by an export duty preigners could be 
compelled to do so. The nisfortnne is that 
we cannot compel foreignes to support our 
Government, and an expor duty is the weak- 
est possible measure to bring about that re- 
sult. Such a tax would be another twist in 
the great protection schem of torture. 

We now have a tariff vhich, in its opera- 
tions, amounts to a heavy »xport duty. All 
our cotton and other agriciltural produce is 
enormously taxed.. We raiie a surplus of cot- 
ton, breadstuffs, and prousions, which we 
sell abroad. On all the retun goods we have 
to pay a tax amounting nh currency to an 
average of 60 per cent. ‘lo the producer it 
makes very little difference whether the Gov- 
ernment confiscates one ,buihel of grain out 
of three, or one pound of edton out of three, 
at the place of export, or takes an equal 
amount out of the commodities for which the 
cotton and breadstuffs and provisions be ex- 
changed. In both cases, ow productions be- 
ing surpluses, which we have to sell at the 
world’s prices, the producer pays the tax, and 
as a matter of fact it can make no difference 
to him if one-third of his preduction be taken 
before sale or one-third of the proceeds be 
taken after sale. To the producer the sale 
would yield just the same,—he would sustain 
the same robbery in either ase. 

It is possible that under ap exclusive ex- 
port tax the country wouldescape much of 
the extortion of protection Under an ex- 
port tax, the producer woid only have to 
pay a tax on what he tually exported, 
while under the protectior system he is sub- 
jected to the same extortin on that portion 
which he sells at home as upon that which 
he sells abroad.

THE CENTRAL AMERICIN REPUBLICS. 

The Envoy representingthe Republics of 
Guatemala and San Salvade at Washington 
has communicated to the New York Herald 
the details of a plan for cambining and con- 
solidating into one Governnent the five inde- 
pendent Republics of Guatmala, San Salva- 
dor, Honduras, Nicaragua, and Costa Rica. 
This is a movement thoroghly in keeping 
with the spirit of the times, which encour- 
ages the enlargement of political power and 
commercial dominion by tle consolidation of 
interests that are naturally and geographi- 
cally identical. The unifiation of Italy and 
Germany was prompted br this spirit, and it 
followed a similar manifetation in the suc-

When Central America was Spanish terri- 
tory, it was governed as one great province 
stretching from the Isthmus of Tehuantepec 
in Mexico to that of Panama. A Captain-Gen- 
eral was placed over the province, which 
was further subdivided into departments cor- 
responding to the present independent Re- 
publics. The first independent Government 
was a federation of these provinces, but the 
radical idea of liberty had been generated 
among the people under Spanish oppression, 
and they thought they were not free until 
each department had an entirely distinct and 
separate Government of itsown. Thus one 
country, geographically, commercially, and in 
the character of ita people, became divided 
into five, which have ever since undertaken 
to play prominent parts in history, maintain 
large standing armies, and endure the ex- 


penses of five Governments instead of one. 


What would have been a healthful spirit of 
emulation under a friendly confederacy, like 
that which prevails among the different 
States of the American Union, has often de- 
generated into a petty rivalry that has led to 


warfare of an internecine character. Intrigues | 


and jealousies have cramped the enterprise 
and retarded the industrial progress of all the 
States ; enterprises have been undertaken to 
which the resources of no one of then alone 
was equal ; and the result has been a turbu- 
lent and unsettled condition of society, often 
bordering on outlawry, and generally seeped 
in bankruptcy, and the object of contempt, 
encroachment, and insult from other nations. 

For some time past a more friendly feeling 
has prevailed among the Central American 
States, and it is thought that the scheme for 
unification has now some chance for siccess., 
Such a consolidation would be in the interest 


not only of the Central American States them- 


selves, but of the whole commercial world, 
and particularly of the United States. There 
would then be a fair prospect for the com- 


for uniting the Atlantic and Pacific, one by 
canal and one by rail. A united Government 
could command financial assistance which no 
one of the Central American alone 
cu hope to get after the experience capital- 
ists have had with them. At least one of the 
three projects for an interoceanic ship-canal 
will be probably completed, and most likely 
that one which shall commend itself to the 
best judgment of those who must furnish 
the money for constructing it. Meanwhile 
there will be a common interest among the 
five States to reduce expenses, encourage im- 
migration, increase industry, and enlarge 
their commerce, all of which contribute 
to their own welfare and the. benefit of com- 
merce everywhere. It is to be hoped that 
this Federal movement will take @ practical 
and promising shape.’ 
WHAT THE INDIANS COST US. 

The accounts of the Indian Bureau, pub- 
lished in Tur Trrevne of yesterday, have a 
certain curious interest. Some of the items 
are peculiar. ‘ Vaccination cost the coun- 
try $18. When the necessary expense of 
hauling the vaccine matter—on the McCaw 
plan —200 miles on a road that measures 100, 
has been deducted from the $13, we fear the

reay. Weare somewhat puzzled by the en- 


try of $40,453 “to promote civilization of 


Indians.” This is at the rate of 19 cents per 
savage. What permanent result has 19 cents’ 


| worth of civilization upon @ brave, or n pap- 


poose, ora squaw? We should like to see a 
detailed statement of the expenditures 
for the promotion of civilization. To 
be sure, 19 cents would bay a 
modicum of kinnikinick, and Tuaceeray 
says that the use of tobacco makes men 
‘‘monstrous well-bred”; but the Indians 
have probably not been civilized in this way. 
This mysterious item dees not include any 
part of the cost of schools, for this is cata 
logued elsewhere. It can scarcely refer to 
religious instruction, for this is given in the 
schools, and besides a goodly share of the 
Agents are ministers, and their salaries should 
cover the expense of an occasional sermon. 
Their Christian zeal is well known. Thus 
deprived of any tenable hypothesis as to the 
means of civilization for which the nation 
paid $40,453 in the year ending June 30, 
1875, we are forced to ask for information. 
Conid not a few of the savages who 
have been blessed with nineteen cents’ 
worth of civilization apiece be exhibited to a 
curious public? Those for whose, vaccina- 
tion we have generously paid $13 should be 
selected. There is a general vagueness about 
the accounts. Thus we have “ agricultural 
improvements,” $24,472; agricultural and 
miscellaneous,” $262,316; and miscellane- 
ous,” $170,314. If we divide the second 
item inte two equal parts and allot one to 
each heading of the caption, we find that ag- 
ricultural improvements for the Indians cost 
the country $24,472, and agricultural essays. 
which were not improvements, cost it $131,- 
158. This leaves us $301,472 for miscel. 
laneous,” which is surely enough to cover a 
choice miscellany uf sins. But of twenty- 
eight items on the telegraphed schedule, no 
less than eleven are for salaries and expenses 
of employes. They can be tabulated as fol- 
lows :

This is merely the pay account. It does 
not include any of the running expenses, re- 
pairs, etc., of the Agencies. It amounts to 
more than 20 per cent of the cost of the pres- 
ents, the medicines, the medical supplies, 
the annuity goods, and the subsistence stores 
distributed to the “‘ wards of the nation.” 
Another unpleasant feature of the account is 
an item of $583,668, which is entered as 
„not accounted for by Agents.” A firm 
which was intrusted with $3,000,000 worth 
of goods to distribute, and could only man- 
age to do so by paying its employes 20 per 
cent of that amount and allowing another 
20 per cent to remain in their hands unac- 
counted for, would not be considered a 
model of business capacity or honest dealing. 


One of the most progressive acts of modern 
civilization was the adoption of the inter- 
national postal service, whereby a person re- 
siding in any part of the world—that is 
within the territory of any of the contracting 
nations—could mail it at the place where 


‘written and have it carried to its destination, 


with or without the prepayment of postage, 
and at the rate of 6 cents, which rate has 
since been reduced to 5 cents. The treaty 
also made the further wise regulation that, 
instead of complicated accounts and settle- 
ments between nations, the postage should 
be retained by that Government in whose 
dominions it was paid. Thus, if a letter be 
mailed in California for a town in Germany 
or Russia, the whole postage, if paid in Cali- 
fornia, is retained by the United States; but 
if collected at the destination, the postage 
belongs to the German or Russian Govern- 


ment. The service so far has been profitable 


to the United States, as it is Officially an- 
nounced that of the whole postages on for- 
eign letters to and from the United States, 
during the year ending June 30, 1875, 
$783,385 was paid in the United States and 
$595,965 in foreign countries, showing an 
excess in favor of the United States of 5183, 
400. Under the uniform rate of postage, 
the number of letters to and from all parts of 
Europe is on the increase.

RURAL NEW-ENGLAND. 


The Town of Foxboro, Mass. 
Special Correspondence of T'he Chicago Tribune. 
Foxzoro, Mass., Nov. 16.— The rural life of 
Massachusetts towns is unlike that of the West. 
Theanain business is manufacturing; yet there 
are some small farms and many gardens 80 
carefully cultivated as to yield abuadantly. The 
highways are a succession of village-streetes ; 
hence, in riding, you never seem to get out 
of town.” Where a brook runs across or beside 
the road, there is frequently a willow-grove, 
whose roots hold the earth against the washing 
high water. But the loftiest feature of these 
rural towns is their elm-trees. These stand in 
fields, yards, and beside the common way,— 
sometimes alone, and again in pairs, or groups 
of three or four. To their admurers, they rep- 
reseht aspiration, dignity, and grace in their 
comely forms. 

The people who dwell in this laod look and 
act as those who know something, and are not 
to be taken in. At railroad-atations and im the 
street, they are quiet, converse ia low tones, and 
let strangers severely alone. Instead of waking 
many questions, as credited, they appear 80 ab- 
sorhed in book, paper, or thoughts, ag not to 
know any one else is present. No hurry or 
recklessness, but promptness and determination 
mark their movements. Their manners are 
neither servile politenegs nor bluntness, but in- 
herited ways of people who mean business. 

A UNIQUE TOWN. 

Foxboro, Mass., was named in bonor of Lord 
Charies James Fox, of England. Itis the only 
town of the name in the United States. It is 
gitnated 24 miles from Boston and 16 from 
Providence, on the highlands between these two 
cities. The buildings are in good repair, many 
new, and the — have been laid out with 
fine taste. Flower-beds, in their season, are 
everywhere, while fountaice and garden-statu- 
ary add to the beauty of many places. Frequent- 
ly these grounds are unfenced, which increases 
their beauty. The streets are wide, and shaded 
by trees whose branches, in places, intertwine 
above the road. This adorning of the town is 
done by à thrifty people who own their homes. 
The business of Foxboro is the manufacture 
of straw goods, This i employment for 
2,200 women of the vicinily, in their own homes, 
and for several N od more in the shops of 
the Co hundred men algo find 
work in mF, 11 of this abundant 
work for women, washerwomen are scarce. 
Families patronize the laandry, aud the milliner 
and dressmaker have a man come and clean

The ceremony of lay ag the corner-stene of 
e new Rush Medical College, on the corner of 


day at 12 o'clock, not at 10, as previously an- 
nounced. This College was incorporated by an 
act of the Legiglature of Dinois, in session at 
Vandalia, in the year 1837. On account. bow- 
ever, of the financial depression which shortly 
followed, no farther steps were taken in the 
enterprise until the summer of 1843. At that 
time the Faculty of the Cohege was organ- 
ized by the appointment of four Professors,-— 
Drs. Brainard, Blaney, McLean, and Knapp. The 
first session commenced on the 4iz of December, 
1843. The lectures were delivered in two small 
rooms on Olark street, rented for the purpose. 
There were twenty-two students in attendance. 
At the close of the session but one degree was 
conferred—the firet graduate being Dr. William 
Butterfield, still residing in the city. 
During the ensuing year 
A BUILDING WAS ERECTED 

at a cost of $8,500, upon the southeast corner of 
Indiana and Dearborn streets, upon s lot donat- 
ed by a number of citizens. In 1855 tis build- 
ing was enlarged at a cht of $15,000. In 1867, 
the continued and increasing prosperity of the 
College demanding increased room, an entirely 
new building was erected on a vacant 
portion of the college lot, and the old struc- 
ture was remodeled so as to be merely au ap- 
pendage. It had two lectmre-rooms, each 
with a seating capacity of 626, large laboratory, 
museum, anatomical rooms, ete. Tue cost of 
the whole was about $40,000. This building 
was occupied until its destruction on the 0th of 
October, 1871—the time of the Great Fire. 
Three days thereafter lectures were resumed in 
the amphitheatre of the County Hospital, and 
at the ensuing commencement seventy-seven do- 
grees were conferred. 
In the fall of 1872 % temporary building was 
erected on the corner of Eighteenth and Arnold 
streets, contiguous to the Oepital, for the pur- 
pose of securmg to the students of the college 
close at hand—all the advan teat of clinical iu- 

suction ip a large public hospital. Tbis strue- 
ure has been occupied until the present time.

style which is well adapted to collegiate build- 
ings, as good effect can be produced by its 
general outline and by variety of color. The 
coutour of the building presents a sub-basement 
and two stories and The sab-base- 
ment story is altogether of atone, laid iu regular 
courses, rockfaced work, with pitched joints and 
drove corner, producing e eect of great 
solidity. This is capped with @ massive. cut- 
stone water-table. Tue basement story above is 
of brick laid in rastic work, which produces bold- 
ness aod a variety in the design. This story 
has a belting course of cut stone, which serves 
to designate the basement story from the super- 
structure.

The Judgefives, in answer to the first inquiry, 
Worcester’s Ginition of ballo-t: A little ball. 
a slip of pa, or anything which is used in 
giving a secré/ote; a secret method of voting 
at elections.” Ve submit that there is nothing 
in this defining that would necessarily prevent 
such an arrangmept, in relation to the ballot, 
as would securto the voter his rights against 
all fraudulent practices. Without this protec- 
tion his right o cast a ballot is a sham and 
mockery. Welter, who is equally good authori- 
ty, defines bat: “A little bali, originally a 
ball used in ting ; hence a piece of paper or 
other thing ued for the same purpose.”

The Committee on Public Buildings and Char- 
ities met yesterday, and audited a few bills. 
Among those examined was one of Joseph Ha- 
gan, amounting to over $1,600, for work on the 
Insane Asylum, The bill had some items in it 
which seemed strange to several members of the 
Committee, but was finally passed. The ques- 
tion of purchasing lightning-rods for the several 
county institutions was further considered, but 
no action was taken, it appearing to the Com- 
mittee that there was no immediate danger from 
the electrical fluid. 
THE GRAND JURY. 

The Grand Jury put in some good time yester- 
day in the further investigation of irregularities 
connected with the late election. Under this 
head nine true biils were found, six of which 
were against judges, and three against repoaters. 
The judges belong to the Sixth and Eighteenth? 
Wards, and their offense is neglect of duty, 
The repeaters did their work at large. ight in- 
dictments were returned into Court during the 
dav, five against repeaters, one for forgery, one 
larceny, and one f@BMeeping a common gaming- 
hoase. :

THAT SALARY GRAB. 

The question of the present County Treasurer 
refunding the $12,000 which his friends decided 
in the Board that be took without authority as 
salary for Collector during the past two years, 
was discussed yesterday among the members of 
the Board. Notwithstanding the ring mem- 
bers had refused to aliow Mr. Huck anvthing 
for performing the duties of the same office, to 
a mao they had nothing to say about Mr. Miller's 
refunding what he bad drawn. Said one of 
them: Ik Mr. Miller is sauisfled that he was 
not entitled to the salary he has drawn, and 
wants to refund it, I hardly think I shall object. 
I may change my opivion, however.” 

THE SALARY QUESTION. 

The building was alive yesterday with com- 
plaints at the reduction of salaries.. No one 
seemed especially concerned for bimself, but all 
united in condemnation of the discrimimations 
that had been made. If all had been reduced alike 
no one would have muttered, but as it is they 
declare that the end isnot yet. They urge that 
the County Board ought to have shown a good 
example, aud commenced on their own salary. 
One cited the fact that during the past year the 
Board bad drawn $25,000 against 612. 
000 the year previous, and another 
made a most excellent point to the effect that, 
while the office of Commissioner did not occupy 
their attention more than one day out of six, 
it was strange, if they really meant economy, 
that they charged for every Gay in the year, ex- 
cepting Sundays, and then tugged in a bill of ex- 
penses beside. The advisability of petitioning 
the Citizens’ Association to have the Board en- 
joined from drawing a greater sum per diem than 
$2.50 was discussed during the day in certain 
quarters, and, if some such action interferes 
with the salaries of the members for the present 
quarter, they need not be astonished. 

THE RESPONSIBILITY FIXED. 
Commissioners Busse and Guenther. of the 
Committee on Equalization, feel aggrieved at 
the imputation sought to be cast upon them in 
connection with the blunders made in extending 
the taxes in the County Clerk's office for the 
Town of Hyde Pork. They had something to 
say upon the subject yesterday, and they fix the 
blame for the errors directly on Mr. Hornaday, 
one of Gen. Lieb’s deputies. They worked for 
weeks equalizing the assessment, and finally 
drew up their report, in which the town in ques- 
tion was reduced 12 per cent below the Asses- 
sor’s valuation. The report was complete and 
perfect, as proof of whichis the fact that the 
same was copied bythe reporters of the morning 
papers, aad as printed agrees with the tax-books 
as corrected. After the reporters had taken a 
copy of the report, the original, the Comais- 
stoners say, was handed to Hornaday to make a 
copy to be presented to the Board. They say 
Hornaday did the work himself, and 
in so doivg substituted 28 for 12 percent. The 
copy was banded to the Committee when com- 

leted, and without examination was sent to the 
ard and adopted. They say the original re- 
port never came before the Board at all, and 
since giving it to Hornaday they have not been 
able to get it, or even a sight of it, although 
they have inquired for it several times in the 
past few days. The error made in copying the 
report was carried, very naturally, into the 
records of the Board, and into the official pro- 
ceedings a8 published, and, finally, into eight of 
the books of Hyde Park, before being discov- 
ered, 
From these statements, which are absolutely 
correct, there is no longer a doubt where the 
blame for the rediculous error belongs. The 
Committee on Equalization is entirely exoverat- 
ed, as the unofficial copies of their report, print- 
ed in all the papers in advance of its being given 
to the Board, show. Now, inasmuch as Gen. 
Lieb says that the poor clerk who made the 
blunder in the single South Town book must 
sustain whatever loss to the county his n2gli- 
gence has caused, it is simply a matter of justice 
that his deputy, Mr. Hornaday, should be held 
to the same rule, in the larger, more expensive, 
and less excusable blunder he has made. 
A SPECIMEN COUNTY DEAL. 

A specimen county deal was exposed yester- 
day at a O e- m g of the County 
Board. A few weeks ago it very suddenly ap- 
peared to the Superintendent at the Insane- 
Asylum that a 1 was necessary to pro- 
tect the county from damage in the work on the 
addition to that institution. No sooner had the 
discovery been made than he came to the city, 
and noised it around in Ring” circles. A few 
days later, without any authority whatever, 
Joseph Hagan sent a pump to the institution. 
Still later the need of a pump came 
to the kuübwledge of the proper committee 
of the Board, and proposals for furnishing such 
a machine as was wanted were invited. For 
awhile but one bid was received, and a few mem- 
bers of the Committee would have remained in 
ignorance had it not been that those who sent in 
the bids complained they did not receive consid- 
eration. Among the complainants was the Crane 
Brothers Manufactaring Company, who had sent 
in a bid to furnish what was wanted for $500. 
Their bid could not be found at the time among 
the records, but when their complaints w 
more audible the instrument was found.

The case was dis- 
missed on the ground that Oleson had failed to 
pay at the promised time ; and that the bill of 
sale cut off all claim that he might bave to the 
property. 
Yesterday there were no less than two com- 
plaints against the mock-auction shop on Canal 
street, near Madison, which in some way man- 
ages to remain unmolested by the police. Dur- 
iog a previous administration of the police 
force, a complaint from the auctioneers them- 
selves was «ufficient to remove the obuoxious 
patrolman toa more remote beat, and, under 
the present rule, things have not greatly 
changed in thie direction. The first complaint 
was from August Kimdon, who was enticed into 
buying alot of snide jewelry. aud the second 
from a woman who bought a watch and some 
knives and forks. In each case a State warrant 
was sworn out against the auctioneer. The 
cases will be heard by Justice Scully this morn- 
ing. 
Chicago thieves never made a more successful 
ten-strike than they did last evening whea they 
captured one of the United States Express 
wacons, and thereby opened the eyes of the 
resident agent, who is no less a personage than 
Harvey D. Colvin, Mayor. One of the single 
wagoos of the Companv with but one attendant 
was engaged in the afternoon in collecting pack- 
ages from the various stores ip the neighbor- 
hood of State aud Madison streets. After 
collecting packages from W. B. Clapp’s 
jewelry store, ksellers’ Row, and other 
stores in the locality, the driver turned the cor- 
ner to No. 56 Madison street, just east of State, 
and went up stairs to get a couple of packages 
from Abbott & Tyler, dealers in painters’ mate- 
rials. He had takea down one box and had re- 
turned for the other, when two bold thieves ap- 
peared on the scene, and, after cutting tne 
bitching-strap, drove rapidly in a southern di- 
rection down Wabash avenue. As no one saw 
the act, there was no clew to the robbers, there- 
by leaving the police nothing at all to be- 
gin work upon. At about 9 o'clock the 
horse and wagon were found astray on Twenty- 
second street, but the goods had ail been carried 
off. They were valued, asthe Mayor estimates, 
at about 2800, or, at the utmost, $1,200, exactly 
which cannot be stated, as none of the packages 
were valued. At first there was a rumor that 
the robbery was a $40,000 one, and, owing to 
the desire of the police to keep the whole matter 
a secret, the rumor spread aud caused considera- 
ble excitement. There is every probability that 
the goods will de recovéred, as the robbers have 
no alternative but to compromise. 

A SUCCESSFUL RAID. 

The combined efforts of the police at the Cen- 
tral Station and the Armory were concentrated 
last evening on the various gambling-hells that 
infest Clark etreet and vicinity, and one of the 
neatest and most effective raids since the time 
of Washburo was the result At the same time 
the West Madison street police raided the three 
hells on Halsted street, near Madison. The 
hour fixed was 9:30 in the evening, and 
at that time officers in citizens’ clothing 
pounced down upon the crouching tiger 
and his backers aud marched them off 
to the Armory. Even the aristocratic pariors of 
the Hankins Brothers and Mike McDonald's 
Store were scooped up, and their nobby occu- 
pants truudied along like the meanest bunkoist 
in the business. At Hall's place thirty-three 
inmates were seized, and the total in the South 
Division was increased to eighty-one by the in- 
mates of Watt Rovbins’ and the other Clark 
street dives. On the West Side Ellis succeeded 
in baßging but seventeen, and that was all 
there was to bag. Justice Summerfield was 
on the qui vive, and readily bailed them all out, 
McDonald going security for at least one-half 
the entire number, and John Dowling and other 
professionals for the remainder. The raid was 
conducted wia the utmost good order and pre- 
cision, and notathing or person touched ex- 
cept the iomates, dealers, aud keepers. At mid- 
night they had all returned to their respective 
haunts, but no games were running.

| MARTINE’S HALL. 


Politics Destroyed. 


Them Perhaps Fatally. 


How the Accident Happened---Capt, Bull. 
winkle’s Statement, 


Narrow Escapes---Origin and Discovery of the 
Fire---The Insurance. 


A sericus and disastrous conflagration 
last evening, aod resulted in the inj of six 
firemen—three seriously and the others severely 
and the destruction of Martine’s West Side 
Dancing Academy, situated on Ada street, mid- 
way between Madison and Washington. The 
building was a large frame one, upon a stone 
foundation, the dimensions being 50 feet front 
by 100 feet deep, and was familiar as the favor- 
ite resort for dancing ard other social assem- 
blies and political meetings. It was built six 
years ago. There was a ball for meetings on the 
first floor, and above was a large and wéll-ar- 
ranged hall for dancing classes, and balls, and 
patties. Dividedfrom the main hall, aod em- 
bracing the front elevation of the building; were 
two floors, the firat of which contained, on 
either side of the entrance, reception gad 
dressing rooms for ladies and gentlemen, 
with doors leading into the hall, and on 
the second floor apartments which Mr. Martine 
aud his family, consisting of six persons, used 
to livein. Yesterday afternoon was the time for 
the ladies’ and misses class in dancing, and 
there were about fifty present. There were no 
indications of fire until about a quarter past 5 
o'clock, when two ladies, who stepped from the 
reception-room into tbe hali-way, smelt the 
smoke issuing from a small fire which they saw 
soon after beneath the register. They quickly 
called Mr. Martine, who dismissed his pupils 
without creating any panic among them, and 
then, calling bis janitor, Mr. Kennedy, got water 
in paila and poured it down between the ceiling 
and flooring. But the fire spread rapidly, and 
some of the young women who remained 
out of curiosity began to scamper ot. 
Kennedy was instructed to run to the cor- 
ner of Madison and Ada streets and turn 
in an alarm from Box 316, which he did, and in 
a moment afterward, at 5:28 o’clock, the bells 
gave the signal, and five engines and a hook- 
and-ladder truck came upon the scene. The fire 
gained rapid headway between the ceiling and 
floors, and, spreading toward the south wall, 
soon reached the opening between the upper 
ceiling and the roof, and set the whole interior 
in @ blaze. 

THE WARNING, 

Shortly after 6 o'clock a portion of the plas- 
tering of the ceiling fell, followed by s cracki 
noise. At that time there were fifteen fire — 
patrol men in the building, and a fewcitizens. It 
seems that the first crash forwarned those who 
were not connected with the Fire Brigade, 
and they scampered out as fast as the 
through windows and the rear of the building. 
Scarcely had some of them reached the sills of 
the 8 7 7 from which they jumped ere 
another fail of the wet, soggy plastering took 
place, and then came 

A CRASH, TERRIDLE AND SUDDEN, 

and Martive’s beautiful hall lay a smoldering 
and burning ruin, which threatened to prove 
the destruction of the brave firemen who went 
do vu witb the debris. It seems hardly credible 
that practical firemen, of loog experience 
especially, should go in the centre of a bufning 
building that was covered by a truss-roof con- 
structed of wood, and thus risk their lives. 

Scarcely-had the structure fallen ere the re- 
port went out that pumbers bad been buried in 
the ruins, and that some had been killed out- 
right. The rumor spread with remarkable ra- 
pidity, and for a time a 

FEARFUL EXCITEMENT PREVAILED 
in the vicinity. Persons came rusbing io from 
ali directions, and each one magnified the report 
of killed and wounded as they passed it trom 
mouth to mouth. 

A very short time elapsed ere the firemen fell 
to work to take their brethren out of the ruins 
and threatened death.

Bell's drug-store, northwest corner of Sheldon 
and West Madison streets, and medical and sur- 
gical aid immediately sent for.

CONDITION OF THE WOUNDED, 
The medical gentlemen at once set to work to 
make examinations of the injured men. Lieut. 
Dudly was found to be very badly, if not fataily, 
injured. His back was hurt by falling timbers, 
and both bis head and back were badly burned 
besides. He also inhaled hot air, which it is 
feared will cause death. The physicians admin- 
istered 722 to him to relieve his sufferings. 

John K. George had bis left leg broken below 
the knee, and his bands were badly burned. It 
is also feared he was badly burned internally 
by inhaling bot air. 

James Cuddy, the chemical engine man, had 
one of his shoulders dislocated, and was bruised 
about the arms aud bead. 

John D. Jones, member of Patrol No. 2, had 
his akull fractured, aud was badly burned about 
the hands. He received a similar injury about 
the bead by a fall before, and the opinion as to 
the result of his injuries is divided, though 
hopes are entertained for his recovery. 

ames McMahon, the other patrol member, 
waa, badly hurt about the back and right leg, 
but his iojuries are not in any way dangerous in
